President Taft Insists 
upon this and the "Insurgents" have 
yielded. 


To Taft belongs the chief credit for 


patching up the difficulties that had 
widened so alarmingly In the Repub- 
llcan majority of the house.

The tux on this kind of property should bo abolished aud 
some equitable tux Imposed In its stead. 


Other benefits accompany a well devised system of income taxes. 


In this country the government has suffered alternately from surplus 
revenue and fiom deficits. Both are demoralizing. 
At critical per- 


iods, such as the years of the Civil War and of the Spanish war, a 
hastily Improvised system of indirect taxes'has been established in. 
tho United States, leading inevitably to gross'discrimination and in- 
equality of wealth. Most of these evils can be avoided under an ef- 
fective system of income taxes. 
Such a tax is elastic and, within 


reasonable limits, renders it possible, to adjust revenue to expendi- 
ture. 


An income tax stimulates greater Interest in public affairs be- 


cause those who pay taxes directly to the government wish to know 
the disposition that is made of their money! 


In Great Britain there has been a very, decided and steady ad- 


vance in political efficiency during the past 60 or 60. years ,:and' we 
may ascribe at least a share of juils'gain'-to the beneficial, action of 
the income tax. Good citizenship' requires: that we should do away 
with tax dodging and discrimination. 
The. American people -have, 


been called a nation of "tax dodgers."1 This widespread evil may be 
ascribed rather to the iniquity: of our taxing system than. to. any 
weakness of human nature. Establish' a well devised, moderate,, flexi- 
ble and efficient system of federal - taxation of incomes- and we re- 
duce the evils of evation and discrimination to a minimum!':
